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"Pass Under the Blood** was the 
selection of song which opened the 
meeting at the rink last night. Mrs. 
Ted Brookes presiding at the organ. 
Then came, 
“ What 
a Wonderful 
Savior," the audience joining in with 
a will. 
N ext came “ Wonderful Story 
of Love," and then Reverend Huller 
announced 
prayer on the 
part of 
several laymen In the audience, this 
being followed by the singing of “Coro­ 
nation." 
At IO m inutes of eight o’clock the 
evangelist took charge, announcing 
as the song selection “Oh. to be Some­ 
thing," stating that Sankev’s sweet 
singing had much to do with his 
conversion. 
Then 
came 
selec­ 
tions of song, first by the choir, and 
the audience coming In on the chorus. 
Then the children rendered song ser­ 
vice; next those up to the age of 40 
years; this followed bv those ranging 
from 40 to Ho years, the evangelist 
keeping up a running commentary of 
exhortation and innocent pleasantries, 
winning the vast audience to close a t­ 
tention. 
Reverend O'Meara, of St. 
Stephen’s 
church,

The evangelist then assumed charge 
of the m eeting and urged that pro­ 
fessing Christians go to the gallery 
the first thing tonight and give the 
non-professors the opportunity to oc­ 
cupy the body of the rink. 
There 
was an overflow meeting last night, 
those unable to gain admission to the 
rlnkgolng to the Presbyterian church. 
Tonight and hereafter, during the 
meetings, Reverend Schlverea will 
first address the crowd at the rink, 
and afterwards talk to those assembled 
at Doctor L ee’s church. 
The eleventh chapter of John and 
fortieth verse was then read by the 
evangelist, and the raising of Lazarus 
from the dead was made the subject 
of a talk which won close attention 
from the Immense mass of people.

tim e, “if thou w ilt believe then shalt 
thou see the glory of God." 
But the 
sisters and their friends had a work 
to do; they were commanded to roll 
away the stone.” 
God would 
do 
nothing 
until 
they 
did 
what 
they could. 
Jesus commands us to do 
what we can. 
We must not and shall 
not be permitted to ask the why and 
wherefore. 
G o d commands; humanity 
has but to obey. 
Give Implicit obedi­ 
ence, and you will be blessed to a de­ 
gree 
which you have 
never 
even 
dreamed of. 
You have as much to do 
with bringing the answer to your 
prayers as bas the blessed Master. 
Prayer is the mighty lever which 
moves the world. H eres a homely 
illustration of faith and of faith and 
works combined, although I do not 
advocate the modus operandi of the 
colored man. 
He was sick and he 
wanted chicken; 
he wanted 
that 
chicken awful bad; the first night be 
prayed for it earnestly, but it came 
DOt; he urged the matter the second 
night, but no fowl arrived. 
He then 
came to the conclusion th a t faith 
without works was a failure, and be 
worked the combination—rose from 
his bed the third night and went out 
and got the poultry.

Since the dismissal of Miss Florence 
Jessup as a teacher In the Fourth 
street school building, the legality of 
the action of the board of education 
In appointing Miss Alice Deldrlek to 
fill the vacancy, even temporarily, Is 
questioned. 
Miss 
Deldrlek never 
received 
any 
certificate 
from 
the 
board 
of examiners author­ 
izing 
her 
to 
legally 
teach 
school,and until such a certificate can 
tx 'produced no compensation for ser­ 
vices rendered can be received. 
Section 4051 of the revised statutes 
of Ohio, distinctly specifies that the 
clerk shall only issue an order on Hie 
treasury for the payment of a teach­ 
ers’* salary when a certificate Is pro­ 
duced, signed by a majority of the ex­ 
aminer’s, certifying that he or she has 
passed a successful exam ination and is 
qualified to be a teacher. 
Section 4074 of the statutes, pro­ 
vides that no person shall tie em­ 
ployed 
as a teacher 
in 
the com­ 
mon schools, by the board, who has 
not received a certificate from the 
board of examiners. 
Miss Deldrlek cannot produce the 
necessary prerequisite to teach, and 
It Is evident from the Interpretation 
of the law that she cannot legally col­ 
lect any remuneration for any service 
she may render teaching.

Next came “ Wonderful Story 
of Love,” and then Reverend Buffer 
announced prayer on the part of 
several laymen lo the audience, thl* 
helm; followed by the singing of “Coro­ 
nation.” 
At IO minute* of eight o’clock the 
evangelist took charge, announcing 
a* the dong selection “Oh. to be Some­ 
thing,” stating that Sankev’s sweet 
singing had much to do with iii* 
conversion. 
Then 
came 
selec­ 
tions of song, first bv the choir, and 
the audience coming In on the chorus.
